The  monc>  for  the  purchase  and  thi«  is 
one  of  the  most  important  features  of 
the  story  was  taken  from  Edmonton's 
parking  meter  reserve  fund  which  at  the 
end  of  1054  stood  at  9183.556. 

If  Victoria  had  created  a reserve  fund 
when  parking  meters  were  installed  here 
the  City  would  have  ample  money  avail- 
able to  buy  and  develop  off-street  parking 


lots  The  original  intention — or  at  any 
rate  the  stated  intention — was  that  returns 
from  the  meters,  which  are  tantamount  to 
a special  tax  on  motorists,  would  be  used 
to  improve  traffic  conditions,  and  the 
general  understanding  at  that  time  was 
that  the  emphasis  would  be  on  extending 
parking  facilities.  That  would  have  been 
a workmanlike  policy'  but  it  has  never 
been  carried  out.  Some  income  from  the 
meters  has  been  used  to  buy  more  meters; 
but  this,  far  from  increasing  the  curbside 
parking  space  available,  has  merely  added 
to  the  burden  on  the  motoring  public,  the 
most  heavily  taxed  group  in  the  country. 

All  these  years  after  Victoria’s  adop- 
tion of  the  meter  system  the  City  still  does 
not  maintain  a single  public  parking  lot. 
If  it  had  done  as  Edmonton  and  one  cr 
two  other  Canadian  cities  have  done  it 
would  now  have  from  the  handsome 
annual  profits  of  the  meters  a substantial 
fund  with  which  to  develop  off-street  park- 
ing on  a paying  ba-4s  which  could  in  time, 
if  not  immediately,  make  money  for 
further  extensions  according  to  the  needs 
of  a rapidly  growing  car  population.  Late 
as  if  is  to  create  a reserve  fund,  it  is 
not  too  late. 


Exhibitionism  Costly 


COASTGUARD  cutter  crews  from  San 
Francisco  picked  up  five  men  yester- 
day from  a foundering  raft  44  miles  off 
the  coast,  ending  the  “saga"  of  the  L,ehi 
II.  Those  on  the  raft,  which  cleared  from 
the  Golden  Gate  72  hours  before  in  a 
fanfare  of  publicity,  had  not  eaten  in  that 
time.  The  raft  was  breaking  up.  If  there 
was  a seaman  among  the  lot  it  was  not 
In  evidence.  The  attempt— to  drift  to 
Hawaii— would  have  boon  meaningless 
even  if  it  had  been  achieved.  Vet  the  cost 
of  stopping  this  foolishness,  and  rescuing 
five  men  who  had  exposed  themselves  to 
death  presumably  for  the  notoriety  of  it, 
will  run  info  a good  round  sum  of  money. 
It  would  have  hern  cheaper,  saner  and 
wholly  jt  Mi  Tied  to  have  refused  a clear- 
ance certificate  in  the  first  place. 

The  same  trend,  sheer  exhibitionism, 
Is  not  confined  to  any  one  state  or  to  any 
country,  Not  a year  passes  in  British 
Columbia  but  that  police  and  rangers  have 
to  trek  (irvn  into  the  hush  to  extricate 
some  foolhardy  individual,  or  group  of 
Individuals,  who  have  set  out  to  accom- 
plish a ioumev  they  are  not  equipped  to 
make.  They  leave  in  the  face  of  every 
reasonable  yearning.  They  set  out  in 
defiance  of  all  the  known  hazards  of  an 
outlandish  undertaking.  Almost  invari- 
ably they  have  to  he  "rescued."  That 
costs  monev.  too.  Time,  effort,  delay  with 
normal  police  functions,  all  go  into  these 
"rescues"  which  are  precipitated  by 


thoughtless  people  w ho  nmnot  be  stopped 
in  their  folly. 

One  wonders  sometimes  what  would 
hap|>en  if  the  civil  authorities  stood  clear 
and  let  such  expeditions  come  to  their 
own  logical  conclusion.  Years  hence,  per- 
haps, a few  skeletons  might  lie  found  in 
a ravine  with  "pathetic  evidences  of  man’s 
fast  stand  against  the  wilderness,"  etc. 
Tliere  would  be  an  outcry  from  the 
tenderhearted,  perhaps  some  questions  in 
Parliament;  and  quite  forgotten  in  the 
process  would  lie  the  fact  that  the  vic- 
tims of  the  "saga"  were  sternly  advised 
not  to  make  the  journey,  being  wholly 
unprepared  for  it.  Because  human  nature 
i<  what  it  is,  the  "rescues" -will  go  on;  no 
matter  how  foolish  the  causes  that  pre- 
• ,pitate  them.  But  such  efforts  need  not 
he  enenii i raged. 

At  about  the  age  of  four  hovs  discover 
the  latent  attraction  in  "showing  off."  It 
draws  attention  and  attracts  comment. 
Properly  trained,  however,  they  pass 
through  this  phase  of  their  growth  un- 
harmed. and  confine  their  efforts  then  to 
the  practical  and  realizable.  It  is  a symp- 
tom of  immaturity  that  some  individuals 
reach  the  age  of  manhood  without  hav- 
ing made  this  necessary  readjustment. 
Though  grown,  they  act  like  children,  and 
as  long  as  society  flatters  them  and  pan- 
ders to  this  exhibitionism  it  always  will 
have  this  left-over  nursemaid’s  task  on 
its  hands.

Modem  Babylon 


7T  ECENTLY  another  well-known  I Icily- 
wood  movie  actress  took  an  overdose 
of  sleeping  pills  in  an  apparent  attempt 
to  end  her  life.  It  is  its  own  biting  com- 
ment ary  on  the  Babylonian  complex  of 
the  movie-making  centre  that  such  an 
item  of  news  is  now  almost  commonplace; 
nt  least  it  excites  no  unusual  wonder 
because  of  numerous  prei^cdents  along  this 
line.  It  is  suggested  also  that  many  other 
instances  have  been  hushed  up  and  that 
were  a full  list  compiled  its  range  would 
be  astonishing,  although  actually  nothing 
that  emanntes  from  that  bizarre  place 
need  astonish  anyone. 

The  hectic  processes  of  movie  making 
are  sometimes  blamed  for  the  nervous 
prostration  that  causes  these  ill-con- 
sidered actions.  The  truth  undoubtedly 
goes  much  deeper,  stemming  primarily 
from  an  extravaganza  of  living  many 
actors  and  actresses  are  not  equipped  to 
contend  with.  Many  individuals  who 
obviously  lack  breeding  and  quality  are 
skyrocketed  to  fame  overnight  with 
adverse  effect  on  their  mental  equilibrium. 
Moral  and  monetary  values  are  topsy-

turvv  by  all  normal  standards  and  the 
result  too  often  is  a deterioration  of 
human  worth.  If  is  not  the  pressure 
.strain  of  work  that  is  to  blame  but  the 
rise  of  a too-muoh -money-wit h-too-much- 
leisure  society  that  is  the  root  cause  of 
the  neurosis  which  is  prevalent  in  Holly- 
wood. 

The  Californian  centre  is  not  the  only 
movie-making  venue  in  the  world  hut  it 
is  significant  that  it  holds  the  spotlight 
of  notoriety  In  relation  to  the  social  mores 
of  Its  celebrities.  Notoriety  in  fact,  no 
matter  how  come  by.  is  there  an  open 
sesame  to  film  success  rather  than  train- 
ing and  patient  acquisition  of  acting  skills. 
The  Hollywood  criterion  is  one  of  vulgar 
ostentation  and  ballyhoo,  and  there  is  a 
studied  neglect  if  not  open  contempt  of 
ordinary  standards  of  human  behavior. 
Restraint,  dignity  or  grace  are  practically 
unknown  in  the  feverish  and  false  atmos- 
phere that  is  engendered  in  consequence. 
Too  many  of  Hollywood’s  celluloid  "stars” 
prove  themselves  to  be  made  of  celluloid, 
wrapped  in  an  adulation  and  a plush  en- 
vironment that  sooner  or  later  exposes 
an  inherent  weakness  of  character.

Reports  from  Ottawa 


FIME  Minister  St.  Laurent’* 
speech  to  the  provincial  pre- 
miers here  last  week  may  be  the 
most  Important  statement  on  do- 
mestic affairs  he  ever  made. 

If  it  weren't  fnr  a certain  vague- 
ness perhaps  to  leave  room  for 
different  Interpretations  should  the 
going  get  rough  It  could  be  called 
a I. liter,, I blueprint  for  the  long  term 
development  of  the  Canadian  society 
under  cold  war  conditions 

As  |l  is,  it's  at  least  a rhart  nf 
the  direction  in  which  St  Laurent 
proposes  the  nation  should  head  It 
essays  to  wipe  the  slate  clean  for  a 
new  deal  in  federal-provincial  re- 
lations. suggests  a new  approach  if 
possible  to  the  fiscal  relationship, 
and  indicate*  a marked  slowing 
down  in  the  provision  of  additional 
social  security  or  welfare  services 
with  feoeral  fund*. 

Granted  the  PM  did  propose  limited 
federal  aid  for  the  unemployed,  Hut 
Id*  proposal  is  far  short  of  the  fed- 
eral offer  In  1945  to  assume  full  res- 
ponsibility for  relief  costs  In  bal- 
awe.  St.  Laurent's  speech  indicaie* 
ihe  Liberals  may  have  moved  about 
as  far  to  the  political  left  as  they 
intend  to  go  while  defense  font* 
remain  high  and  trade  problems  be 
set  the  economy. 

* * * 

"We  believe  that  the  proposal*  nf 
1913  are  no  longer  suitable  for  our 
agenda  in  1933.”  the  PM  said.  One 
of  those  1943  proposals  was  a national 
health  Insurance  scheme  The  Green 
R^iok  containing  federal  proposals 
lo  the  conference  of  a decade  ago, 
said  there  were  "three  main  gaps  in 
our  present  « social  security  system.” 
"Health  Insurance,  national  old- 
age  pension*  and  unemployment  as- 
sistance . , will  give  Canadian*  a 
system  of  snnal  welfare  which  will 
meet  the  main  need*  nf  our  whole 
population, ” the  King  government 
said.

The  PM  wasn't  so  definite  that  he 
couldn't  deny  this  interpretation  of 
his  remarks  But  If  that’*  what  he 
was  saying,  he  won  no  applause  from
